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CURRENT TRENDS 


WEEK ENDING 1 SEPT 1945

There was a slight decrease noted this week in the admission rate for All Causes, This rate 592 compares 
unfavorably with the rate 485 for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (750) was reported by the 
6th District; the lowest rate (463) was reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


The respiratory disease rate shows a slight rise this week. This rate 147.$ stands above the rate 106.9 
for the corresponding week of 1944, The trend was upward in all districts except the lst, 4th, and 12th and 
the Potomac and Severn River Commands. The highest rate (259.1) was reported by the 3ra District; the lowest 
rate (34,2) was reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, The admission rate rose again this week to 100.9 Though the 
1945 curve stands well above the 194 curve, it is noted that this curve stands below the curves for the 
corresponding periods of 1942 and 1943, The highest rate (212.6) was reported by the 3rd District; the 
lowest rate (51.8) was revorted by the 12th District. 


PNEUMONIA~-BRONCHO AND LOBAR, There was a slight decrease in the admission rate for these infections, 
While this rate 1.5 compares favorably with the rates 2.0 and 2.)! for the corresponding weeks of 19U2 and 
1943 respectively, an unfavorable composrison is noted for the same period of 1944, The highest rate (3.7) 
was revorted for the llth District. The lst and 6th Districts reported no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, The admission rate for this disease showed a slight drop this week, This rate 
3.1 stands above the rates 1,4 and 2.0 for the corresponding period of 1943 and 1944 respectively. The 
highest rate (7.5) was revorted by the lst District, the lowest rate (0.8) was reported by the 12th and 
13th Districts. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE, The admission rate rose again this week, The incidence for these 
diseases stands above that experienced for the corresvonding week of 1944, The highest rate (89.4) was re- 
ported by the Sth District; the lowest rate (24,6) was reported by the Uth District. 


SCARL“T FEVER, There was a slight rise in the rate for this disease, This rate 1.7 stands below the 
rates GY and 3.9 for the corresvonding weeks of 19U3 and 19} respectively. The trend was upward in three 
districts, the 3rd, 5th, and 13th. A noticeable rise was reported in the rates this week over the rates 
last week for the 3rd and 13th Districts, The highest rate (7.1) was revorted by the 3rd District. The 
uth, 6th, and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENIiGOCOCCIC. For the third time this year no cases were reported tiis week. 


MEASLES, The admission rate for this disease was reported again this week at 1.0. This rate compares 
unfavorably with the rate 0.86 for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (3.0) was reported 
by the llth District. The lst, Uth, 7th Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands revorted no 
cases, 


POLIOMYELITIS, ANTERIOR, ACUTE, Two cases, which occurred in the Sth Naval District and the Potomac 
River Command, were reported this week by the Continental Shore Stations, The cmlative total for volio- 
myelitis reported for all Continental Ststions, January 1, 1945 to September 1, 1945 is 21 cases,
